FEMALE MupicaL PRracTiTioners.—To THe Eprtror oF 
THE Lapy’s Newsparer.—Sir—* A Female Subscriber” 
in your impression of to-day suggests the immediate esta- 
blishment in the Queen’s College of a ‘medical class 
for ladies. This sort of education cannot well be given 
where there is not a lying-in institution, and application 
should be made to some of those in London or Dublin. 
At many of these, especially in the sister isle, lectures 
and instructions are given to females to enable them to 
become nurses or midwives; and, if required, there is no 
doubt that a more extended course would be afforded. 
Your correspondent is wrong when she says that no insti- 
tution exists where women can be taught, for I know that 
some few are instructed in this town (Liverpool), She 
would have been nearer the truth had she said no ladies 
have availed themselves of it. For myself, though a medical 
man, I must say that I should be glad to see ladies taking 
up this branch of the profession, for, of all the arduous occu- 
pations a doctor has, not one is, in general, so disagreeable 
or so ill paid for as attendance at a confinement. So far 
from our profits being decreased, I believe they would be 
angmented, for we should still be called in when consulta~ 
tions were necessary (which would be quite often enough), 
when our fees would be proportionally larger. In conclu- 
sion, let me urge upon your correspondent, if she be really 
in earnest, to ascertain if she ean get up a class of twelve or 
twenty, and then apply to one of the physicians of the 
London lying-in charities, and ask on what terms they will 
hold for them the necessary courses of lectures. ‘There is 
no law against female doctors or midwives, and the sooner 
these become well educated the sooner will they come into 
fashion,—J am, sir, your obedient servant, M. D.—Liverpool.

The recent downfal of the 
King of the French and his family, and the expulsion 
of his Ministers, ought to indicate to the Spanish 
Court and Government the danger to which they ex- 
pose themselves in endeavouring to govern a country 
in a manner opposed to the sentiments and opinions 
of the nation; and the catastrophe which has just 
occurred in France is sufficient to show that even 
a numerous and well-disciplined army offers only 
an insufficient defence to the Crown when the system 
followed by it is not in harmony with the general 
system of the country.” This advice has not been 
received in a kindly spirit by the Spanish Government, 
- Betoium.—The Brussels papers of Saturday intimate 
that, after the Easter recess, various projects of law 
will be brought forward, including one of parliamentary 
reform. 

Tur NeruertaAnps.—Tue Hacvue.—-On the morn- 
ing of the 2lst the remains of his Royal Highness 
Prince Alexander of the Netherlands were placed in 
the royal tomb at Delft, in presence of their Royal 
Highnesses the Prince of Orange and Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands. An immense concourse of persons 
were present at the ceremony, which was conducted 
with great solemnity, 

Ausrria.--His Majesty has resolved to grant his 
faithful subjects of Styria a participation of the pro- 
tections of their property, combined with the removal 
of certain imposts which are considered especially 
oppressive. ‘The monster meeting which was got up 
by a party of demagogues, who incited the working 
classes to make a violent attack upon the palace, and 
to force the Emperor not only to dismiss the hitherto 
unpopular Minister, but to grant everything which the 
emissaries had expressed in a petition, and demanded 
with weapons in their hands, has been most completely 
overcome. ‘The Minister of the Interior, supported 
by a committee, resorted to adh energetic measures, 
The national guard was called out, placards were 
issued prohibiting the meeting, and the meeting did 
not take place. The Galician deputies have returned 
to Cracow without having received a favourable answer. 

Prussta,— The Government is firmer, The Mi- 
nisters officially declared that the intended procession 
to the palace would be illegal, and that they looked 
upon it as an attempt to intimidate the authorities. 
They, moreover, authorized the head of the police, 
Herr von Minutoli, and the commander ef the civic 
guard, to oppose such a demonstration by ail the 
means in their power. In their letter to the com- 
mander of the civic guard, Ministers stated that they 
were resolved not to allow the intended demonstration 
to be made, and expressed the hope that the civic guard 
would uphold the laws and firmly maintain public order, 
The head of the Berlin police issued a notification to 
the effect that those persons who compelled operatives 
to leave their places of employment, in order to form 

rocessions for obtaining higher wages, would be 

rought before the magistrates on the charge of disturb- 
ing public tranquillity ; he also announced that publie 
processions with music, flags, and weapons, can only be 
allowed after the authorities have given their sanction to 
such proceedings. Mieroslawski has sent an ultimatum 


to Berlin, and has refused to lay down his arms until 


guarantees be given. About one hundred persons 
have been arrested in Aix-la-Chapelle on the charge 
of being implicated in the late fatal riots. The 
accounts from Prussian Poland continue to be most 
melancholy, According to the Deutsche Allgemeine 


Zeitung, the Polish insurgents are committing the ¢ 


grossest excesses. They have broken up, it appears, 
into small bands, and they are now wandering about 
the country, levying black mail on the inhabitants. 
Hanoven,—A recent attempt to create disturbances 
at Hildesheim (Hanover) was put down by the timely 
arrival of numerous troops. Barricades had been 
already formed in the streets, but they were removed 
by the populace, during the half hour given them by 
the troops to capitulate. The civic guard were dis- 
armed, The Duke of Oldenburg is seriouslyill. Until 
his recovery he has given up the reins of government 
to his son,

retrograde movement to give it some repose. Holding 
the two fortresses of Mantua and Peschiera, it is 
always in my power to repass the Mincio without any 
considerable force and without sacrifices by attacking 
the enemy under favourable circumstances. I hope 
that the army has confidence in me, and that it will 
follow me with ardour and joy when I shall lead it 
against the enemy.” Charles Albert, by an ordon- 
nance, has ordered his nayy to adopt the Italian tri- 
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colour flag, viz., green, white, and red, with the shield 
of Savoy upon it. It was reported that General Wal- 
moden, who commanded at Mantua, was dismissed, 
and replaced by General Woyna. At Milan the in- 
tentions of Austria to negotiate a friendly arrange- 
ment were utterly discredited. Austria (says the 
Milan Gazette) will spare no cost or exertion to re- 
cover what she has lost. 

S1crzy.—The Palermo Parliament declares—l. Fer- 
dinand Bourbon and his dynasty are for ever fallen 
from the throne of Sicily. 2. Sicily shall govern her- 
self constitutionally, and call to the throne an Italian 
Prince as soon as utes shall have reformed her statuto. 
The town was to be illuminated, and all the bronze 
statues of the house of Bourbon cast into cannon. | 

Venice.—The Venice Gazette publishes an official 
letter of the Sardinian consul at Venice to the Pro- 
visional Government of the republic, informing it that 
the King of Sardinia recognises the repvblic. The 
deputies of the provinces of the Venetian state held 
their first sitting on the 10th. 

Papa. Srates.—A congress of cardinals was held, 
which lasted three hours. The Pope will go to Bo- 
logna, and will remain there until the settlement of 
the great Lombard question. A ‘‘ motu proprio” an- 
nounces that the high pontiff has proclaimed himself 
chief of the Italian league. 

Turkry.— Though Constantinople is perfectly 
tranquil, Pera resembles a town in a state of siege. 
Parties of troops protect the streets night and day. 
Any one appearing out at nightfall without a lantern 
is taken by the patrol before a cadi, and, if his an- 
swers do not please that functionary, he is sent to 
prison. Itis at the request of some of the foreign 
ambassadors that these police measures have been 
adopted by the Porte. Great numbers of Italians, 
Frenchmen, and Germans, are in the habit of meet- 
ing nightly at a coffee-house in the main street of 
Pera for some object connected with the revolutionary 
movements in Europe. Some of the representatives 
of the foreign powers had been already insulted and 
others threatened by the persons who composed these 
meetings, and hence the cause of these police mea- 
sures which give such an alarming appearance in 
Pera. 

West Inpres.—The royal West India mail-packet 
Thames, Captain George Abbott, arrived at South- 
ampton, brings forty-two passengers, 84,473 dollars,

CHASE OF A PIRATICAL SLAVE- 
STEAMER, 
From information received by Captain Chaloner, 
of H.M.S, Siren, when at anchor in Kabenda Bay 
on the 7th of January, 1848, of a large slave- 
steamer having gone up the river Congo to ship 
slaves, the boats of that sloop were immediately 
despatched to the Congo in search of her; and the 
following is a copy of the official letter pile reir. 
Jackson (first), of the Siren, who commanded the 
expedition :— 
; ‘FMS, Siren, River Congo, Jan. rf Saami 
“ Sir,—Pursuant to your orders of pret inst., 
I used ‘all despatch with the boats of H.M.S, Siren in 
ettine into the river Congo; and on the nore o 
the 9th inst. I was informed by some natives a a ona 
Mazea that the steamer was still in the jbl 3 sobing 
no time, I stood up the river, along its er pee Fish ’ 
till 3h. 40m. Pas being at that time a bt y 
iark’s Point, magn I per the pe a Otte 
td 2e a brig ov 45 

head fe Salad epi the vesach was brought 
en jew. being at this time not more thana 
ST att rem the pianACe She was a large black 
rig rigged, having a lofty funnel before the 
ainmast; her top-gallant yards swayed to the mast- 
ie which were two Iook-out men. She hada 
forecastle, on which was mounted a long 
trayersing-gun, already mounted and pointed at the 
pinnace. She was moored by a hawser astern with 
her head down the river, all ready for a start, and was 
evidently in every respect well prepared for action, 
I immediately shortened sail, out oars, and prepared 
to board her. Upon seeing this she slipped the 
hawser and steamed out into the centre of the river,

paddle-box and fore rigging had been shot away. The 
slaver, from her steaming powers, taking up. her 
position as she chose,- returned. a continued and 
well-directed fire at the pinnace from her stern-quarter 
and forecastle guns, Having kept up a spirited fire 
at her for sixty-five minutes, and finding it impossible 
to get on board her—all my ammunition being ex- 
pended, and the boat's gun capsized from the boat’s 

eavy pitchin eel deemed it hopeless to continue the 
chase, and pulled in for the Boolambenda shore, under 
a heavy fire of round shot which the steamer kept. up as 
she proceeded down the river at full speed. At840 p.m 
[ anchored for the caste off Pirate’s Creek. The 
calibre of the gun on her forecastle must have been 
large, from the well-defined mark which its shot left on 
two oars that were shot away—from its measurement 
since, at least a 24-pounder—which, with the 
exception of some grape-shot through the 
ensign, was fortunately the only damage sus- 
tained by the boats. I beg to call your attention 
to the cool and determined manner with which 
the officers and crews of the boats conducted 
themselves under so heavy a fire and such very 
disadvantageous circumstances; and I also beg 
to thank Mr. J. W. Lowe, master of H.M.S, 
Hound, who accompanied me in the pinnace, 
for his great assistance, which from his local 
knowledge he was enabled to give me; and can 
only regret that, owing to her steam power, so 
fine a vessel should have been lost as a prize to 
H.M.S8, under your command.—I have the

Gaétan Donizetti was born at Bergamo in 
1798. He was destined by his father for the 
study of law, but, having devoted himself to 

ainting, there was a compromise made by 
1is following a musical career. He became 
a student under the celebrated Simin Mayer, 
and then at the Bologna Conservatory of 
attei, the successor of Martini, Donizetti 
ee for nearly three years at this institute.

opera called ‘Enrico di Borgoyna,’’ produced at 

enice in 1818, supported by Madame Catalani, 
Mile. Eckerlin, Fosconi, Verni, Fioravanti, and 
Spech, 

Donizetti was married but once. His wife, 
Virginia Vasselli, the daughter of an advocate at 
Rome, died in Naples, in 1835, of the cholera, 
He succeeded Zingarelli in the direction of 
the Conservatoire at Naples; and was also ap- 
pointed, after Lerida, chapel-master to the Im- 
perial Court of Vienna. He has composed, in 
addition to operas, some cantatas, and various 
detached yocal pieces for the chamber and for 
albums, masses and yespers, a “ Miserere’’ for 
Vienna, some quartets for two violins, tenor and 
violoncello, divers overtures, variations for the 
pianoforte, a monody for the death of Malibran, 
&e, Donizetti was an excellent poet, and took 
especial pains with his own Jibretti, some of which 
he wrote himself. In rapidity of composition he 
rivalled Rossini. He has been known to carry on 
an animated conversation on politics, whilst some 
person was playing over a piece of music, and, to 
the amazement of the player, would tell him at the 


end all the faults or the beauties of the composi- 
tion, 


PORTRAIT OF DONIZETTI 
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He has been known to score an opera in twenty 
four hours, a period scarcely sufficient for the mere 
manual labour of writing down the notes. He fell 
into the hands of Barbaja, the sordid operatic spe 
culator, who made him write'so many operas 12 
one year, paying him barely the necessaries of life 
for his tremendous labours, We quote the above 
in a very abridged form from an admirable account 
of this popular composer in the I//ustrated

Tuk Disrressep Nee pLEwomen’sSociery. 
On Saturday evening last a numerously attended 
meeting of the broad silk hand-loom weavers was held 
at the Crown and Anchor, Cheshire-street, Waterloo- 
town, Bethnal-green, for the purpose of transacting 
the ordinary business connected with the trade, and 
hearing the statements of two gentlemen from the 
Distressen NaepLewomen’s Soctery. Mr. Gur- 
nell presided. The minutes of the last meeting having 
been read and confirmed, it was decided that the 
gentlemen from the Needlewomen’s Society should be 
called in and their statements received. ‘Before this 
was done, however, Mr. Poynter, one of the oldest 
members of the union, wished to say a few words with 
reference to the visitors about to be introduced, and 
the object they had in view in paying that visit to the 
trade, From some conversation he had had with one 
of the gentlemen, he had ascertained that there was a 
desire, onthe part of the persons connected with the 
Distressed Needlewomen’s Society, to unite with the 
silkweavers, for the purpose of showing to the aristo- 
cracy of this kingdom that both the makers of fancy 
materials and those who were employed in making up 
such goods deserved to possess the confidence and 
patronage of the English people, and that there was 
no necessity for any one to purchase foreign articles 
because of their superior character either as to design 
or quality. He understood that, in order to make this 
fact the more manifest, it was intended to eall a public 
meeting, at which the silkweavers would be afforded 
an opportunity of laying their claims before the public, 
in common with other operatives. He thought this 
would be a favourable introduction for them, and he 
hoped they would accept the offer, as he was sure 
it was intended and certainly would do them good. 
Mr, Roper, from the Distressed Needlewomen’s So- 
ciety, upon being called on, said that it was the inten- 
tion of the managers of the institution with which he 
was connected to calla public meeting at the West 
End, for the purpose of setting prominently forward 
the claims of the British artisan, At that meeting 
they should be prepared to tell the rich and the noble 
that the English workmen were as able as the foreigner 
to produce articles for their wear, and that indeed 
goods of all kinds were made in this country even 
superior to those manufactured abroad, ‘The object 
he ‘had in view more especially in visiting them that 
evening Was to solicit one or two from their trade to 
attend the meeting, so that they might tell their own 
tale, and show to the ladies of England that en-

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Tue SHAKspere FestivaL.—The anni- 
versary of the birthday of Shakspere, the celebration 
of which has been repeatedly announced as about to 
take place, was celebrated, according to the announce- 
ment, on Monday at Stratford-upon-Avon, The birth- 

lace of the bard did not on this occasion appear more 
ively than at other times, and nothing like enthusiasm 
was exhibited by the inhabitants. The principal feature 
of the proceedings was the dinner at the Shakspere- 
hall, which was attended by Lord Brooke, M.P. (who 
presided), Lord Morpeth, M.P., Sir David Dundas, 
Mr. R. Phillips, and other distinguished individuals. 
On the cloth being removed the ‘usual loyal and con- 
stitutional toasts were drunk with the honours; after 
which the chairman proposed «©The memory ‘of the 
immortal William Shakspere,’’? which was acknow- 
ledged by, Mr. P. Collier, and concluded his speech 
by proposing ‘‘ The Drama.” Lord Morpeth then, 
amidst loud cheers, proposed ‘‘ The Poets of Ireland. 3 
His lordship said he would take the opportunity, as 
chairman of the London committee, to express the 
great gratification that committee had derived from 
the proceedings of the local committee of the town, 
Having alluded to his colleagues in the London com- 
mittee, he would allude to his colleagues in the 
Cabinet. He was glad of the opportunity of appearing 
there as their representative, and to declare how read 
they were to join in the mode of homage which the 
company were assembled to pay to the foremost genius 
of his country. (Cheers.) The writings of Shakspere 
had contributed in no small degree to augment the 
consideration and influence of Kngland. (Chcers.) 
His lordship, having then remarked on the high 
estimation in which the poet was held in America, 
and by the Americans who visited this country, and 
that the French, too, had discarded the heresies of 
Voltaire and admitted his eminence, proceeded to say 
he would insist on *‘ justice to Ireland.” (Loud cheers), 
He was no Repealer, and hoped the company would 
consent to no separation between the poets of England 
and the poets of Ireland. (Cheers). The poet Moore 
was still living among them, and long might his 
myrtle be gilded with the mild and genial radiance of 
a protracted sunset. (Loud cheers). His lordship 
then gave the toast, which was drunk with great 
enthusiasm. Various other toasts were afterwards 
drunk, and the festivity kept up till nearly twelve 
o'clock. A smaller festival was celebrated at the 
Falcon Hotel, bver which Mr. Urquhart, of Birming- 
ham, presided, at which similar toasts were drunk with 
a similar display of feeling.

She obtained 
her livelihood by means of what is termed ‘ charing,”’ 
that is, going out to work by the day at house clean- 
ing and similar labour, and was an active old woman 
for her years. For some time past, however, she has 
been unable to continue this hard kind of work, and 
has been maintained partially by outdoor relief ‘from 
the union workhouse, whence she received Is, anda 
loaf of bread weekly, and partially by the kind charity 
of her poor but sympathizing neighbours, and the 
benevolence of severa ay respectable persons to whom 
she made known her wants. Notwithstanding all 
these aids, her life seemed to be one incessant and 
bitter struggle with the most griping poverty. Al- 
though she had been shivering with cold through all 
the inclement weather of the winter and spring, there 
was found on the premises a large stock of coal (more 
than a ton and a half in weight), the accumulation of 
many charitable gifts ; whilst, in various parts of the 
house, were found stored away the remnants of un- 
consumed food. Nor was this all; for Sergeant Gill, 
of the city police, who was very properly called in to 
make an examination of the deceased pauper’s dwell- 
ing, found a large hoard of money concealed in the 
most singular places. Some of it was wrapped in rags, 
some concealed in old shoes, some hidden i in heaps of 
coal and firewood, and a large store was in an old box. 
‘The main bulk of the hoard consisted of about £70 in 
silver, forming a quantity sufficient to fill a good- -sized 
boy’s hat. There was also about £2 in copper, and 
enclosed in other ragged envelopes were found twelve 
guineas, three half-guineas kept them company, and 
in modern coinage were found five sovereigns. 
Elsewhere were discovered two Bank of England £1 
notes, three of ‘‘ Jemmy Wood’s” notes, and eleven of 
Turner and Morris’s beak Altogether £114, 2s, 2d, 
was in this manner brought forth from strange hiding- 
places to the light of day. An inquest was held on 
the body before Mr. Lovegrove, city coroner, | and’ a 
verdict returned of ‘‘ Died from natural causes.’ 


Suprosep MurpER.—On spnday last, as a 
number of boys were passing throngh Rocksavage, 
one of them, on entering a field, found a mahogany 
box, such as is usually carried by "travelling j jewellers.

AND ScoTLAND,—The land and assessed taxes levied 
in England and Scotland in the ee 1847 yielded to 
the National Exchequer £4,553,859, viz, :—England, 
£4,266,088; Scotland, £287,771. The English revenue 
is thus made up :-——-Land-tax, £1,119,878; window-tax, 
£1,544,356 ; servants, £193,919; carriages, £400,457 ; 
horses for riding, £293,998; other horses and mules, 
£65,379 ; dogs, £137,727; horse-dealers, £9368; hair 
powder, £2689; armorial bearings, £65,441; game 
duties, £143,551; composition ditto, £19,466; addi- 
tional ten per cent, £269,844; penalties, £171. 


STATISTICS OF THE PARISIAN Barri- 
cCADEs.—-We find it stated in the Constitutionnel, that 
during the days of the 23rd and 24th of February, 1512 
barricades were erected in Paris. Fach barricade re- 
quired on an average 845 paving stones, so that the 
people in a few hours must have torn up 1,277,640 
paving stones, There were also 4013 trees, some of 
them of very large size, cut down; 3704 lamp posts 
broken down, and between 3000 and 4000 lamps 
broken; 63 guard-houses were burnt or torn down, 
and about 600 watch-boxes and small wooden bureaux 
destroyed. In this calculation no mention is made of 
the iron railings which were torn down at the Bourse 
and many of the churches and other public buildings. 


New Waite Painr.—The new white paint, 
of which a temporary mystery was lately made, formed 
the subject of a paper read by Mr. Forrest, the disco- 
verer, at the Liverpool Polytechnic Society, last week, 
when he announced his intention to make a present of 
it to the public, intimating, at the same time, that it 
consisted of white oxide of act (argentine flow- 
ers, as it used to be called by the old chemists), and 
that it had many cueretes as an excellent body 
paint, superior to white lead, and much cheaper, inas- 
much as antimony might be obtained in abundance for 
about £12 a ton, while lead costs £24. 10s. He also 
pointed out its superior permanency of colour, and its 
capability of being spread over a much larger surface 
than an equal weight of white lead. Indeed, it is not 
only lighter, but may be made more subtle; and it 
was its superiority in these and other respects that led 
ug to regard it as a likely substitute for lead.

SPpanisu Expepirion AGAINST Prratres,— 
By the arrival of the Spanish war-steamer, Reinha 
da Castilla, particulars have been received of a most 
gallant attack on the Balangigni pirates, On one or 
two occasions the governor-general at Manilla had 
written to the Sultan of Sooloo to exterminate the 
pirates at Balangigni, but the sultan having neglected 
to do so, the Spanish, Government very properly un- 
dertook the task, and has ably performed it. ‘The 
Manilla authorities resolved to punish the pirates who 
for years have made descents on the coasts of Luconia, 
and carried away into captivity Spanish subjects. ‘The 
expedition left Manilla Feb. 6, and comprised three 
war-steamers, two war-schooners, six gun-boats, eight 
small do., six hundred infantry, fifty artillery, with 
two field-pieces. On the arrival at the chief haunt of 
the pirates, the island Balangigni, the place was taken 
by assault, after a most obstinate and daring resistance, 
the work of extermination continuing from Feb, 15 to 
95. ‘Two fortresses, ably defended, were assaulted and 
taken, ‘The attacking force lost one infantry captain 
and twenty privates slain; also ten officers and one 
hundred and fifty men were wounded. Of the irates 

ore than four hundred and fifty men were killed; 
at esistance was most determined ; in vain were 
chee ffered quarter—they resolved to perish. At one 
0 o chance of escape, commenced slaying their wives 
ing ohildren lest they should fallinto the hands of 
hat ttackers ; on this, the general commanding in- 
vk wat and humanely saved three hundred women 
we EE Biiton, who were about being put to death by 
th Kris.

Not a soul was on board, and the vessel 
was drifting with the currents, Pavng little doubt that, 
had the emigrants remained on boar , every one would 
have been saved. The bulk of the unfortunate people 
who perished were natives of Bradford. 


MELANCHOLY AccIDEN’T FROM FIREARMS. 
The following melancholy result of the incautious use 
of firearms has caused a deep sensation in this neigh- 
bourhood :—About midday on Monday a young man, 
William Templeton, son of Mr. William Templeton, 
farmer in Braehead, parish of Riccarton, went out at 
the request of a boy, a relative of his, to shoot some 
small bird whose feathers are used in busking hooks 
for fishing. For this purpose he repaired to the 
Moss, which is adjacent, and after achieving his 
object, before returning home, as he had some business 
to transact with a cartwright who lives at Common- 
head, on the border of the Moss, he hid his gun among 
some furze bushes, and repaired thither.

Tne Dreaprut Loss or tus Nanos East 
INDIAMAN.—Advices have been received communi- 
cating the discovery of the wreck of the ill-fated East 
Indiaman Nabob, which was lost a few days since on 
the Ecretos Rocks, oft Jersey, with the greater portion 
of her crew, For several days past a number of fishing 
and other vessels have been cruising about the spot of 
the melancholy catastrophe, with a view of rescuing 
any part of the unfortunate ship’s cargo, should any 
be floating about. None, however, was found ; butin 
the course of the search a great quantity of wreck was 
picked up, as also the pinnace of the Nabob and two 
other boats belonging to her. The former boat was 
nearly smashed by the main-yard of the Nabob 
striking it as she was going down, The pinnace was 
capsized, and nearly the whole of its occupants were 
drowned.

“A pretty story, and romantic too—pity it is not 
true ! but the inexorable fact that Edward Hyde, Earl 
of Clarendon, the lord chancellor of Charles I. and 
Charles II., and father to the Duchess of York, mar- 


ried both his wives before the civil war took place, is 
incontestable. 


Anne Hyde was born long before the 
Roundheads began the work of desolating the country 
seats of England. ‘There is now before us a ver good 
proof, being the facsimile of the said Anne Hyde’s 
own autograph memoirs, to the following effect :—‘ I 
was born the 12 day of March, old stile, in the yeare of 
our Lord, 1637, at Cranborne-lodge, ncer Windsor, in 
Barkshire, and lived in my owne country till I was 12 
yeares old, having in that time seen the ruin both of 
ehurch and state, and the pulctleree of my king.’ 

“ Andas if she had intended wholly to demolish the 
story of her mother, about the same time, becoming 
so celebrated in the brewing-tub line, the mother of 
Queens Mary and Anne adds, very explicitly :— 
‘T came out of England, being then twelve years old, 
one month, and eighteen dayes.—AwNx Hype.’ es 


It is known that Anne did not wear her brother’s 
crown (this was the old style) altogether without 
compunction. On her deathbed his name was 
constantly upon her lips at such intervals of con~ 
sciousness as her disease permitted, Respecting 
the attempts contemplated to proclaim the prince 
upon her death, Miss Strickland gives us the follow- 
ing extract, with which we shall close our notice i-— 


DEATH OF THE QUEEN. 

“The author received the following valuable com- 
munieation from some courteous unknown correspon- 
dent. It will be observed that the narrative agrees, 
in many circumstances, with Rae’s Memorials ; 
and, as far as documentary historical biographers 
dare sanction any paper the original of whieh has 
not been before them, we must say the coincidences 
with the whole tenour of the latter portion of the life 
of Queen Anne are striking enough to induce belief 
in its veracity :—‘ When Queen Anne was dying, Mr.

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


One of the worst fruits of anarchy is now showing 
itself in the bands of armed depredators who haunt 
the suburbs of Paris in bodies of from thirty to forty 
men, One or two make their appearance, and de- 
mand your money, calling you “ Citizen” in a sort cf 
Cartouche-like mockery; and, if any resistance is 
offered, the rest of the gang instantly make their ap- 

earance, As a sign of the times, it is said that 
bank notes enjoy no favour whatever with these gen- 
tlemen! That outrage should prevail, however, is not 
extraordinary at a time when a band of republican sans- 
culottes, 1500 strong, erects itself into a “ power,”’ 
I allude to the Montagnards, whom the Provisional 
Government have had the laudable audacity to dis- 
charge from their self-constituted guardianship of the 
Prefecture of Police. 

It is matter of historical notoriety that Monsieur 
Sobrier, who had been under-prefect of police for 
some time after the revolution, and whose name has 
appeared connected with violent menaces against the 
moderate party, installed himself ina house in the 
Rue de Rivoli, opposite the Tuileries, and there 
created for himself a body-guard of the corps called 
Montagnards, one of whom was stationed at the door 
(porte cochere) in the character of sentinel, This 
menacing attitude, and the nature of the language 
ascribed to M. Sobrier, and the views attributed to 
him and his partisans, caused a good deal of uneasi- 
ness in Paris. The féte of Thursday was extraordinary 
for the number of armed men who presented them- 
selves, and for the feeling of fraternity that pervaded 
them; but the existence of a body of 1300 men of such 
an appearance and bandit-like bearing, inspired no 
little awe—more particularly as it was well known 
they were of a description to be availed of for all the 
worst views of the worst men of the revolution. The 
attempt to disperse such a corps at this time of ex- 
crement was hazardous, but, fortunately, it has suc- 
ceeded. 

In the midst of the almost unheard-of corruption 
which has marked the elections, it is really amusing to 
read accounts of the comparatively harmless espionage 
of a Guizot, and the Spanish-marriage negotiations of 
Louis Philippe. In truth, the latter comes out of the 


fire little scathed ; and the new scandal turns upon the 


debt he owes to the baker royal, and the follow- 
ing :—‘* The cellars of Neuilly contained 75,000 bottles 
of 160 different kinds of wine, and upwards of 1200 full 
hogsheads. Will it be believed ?—there was at Neuilly 
a supply of 24,000 wax candles, which served to kindle 
and feed the conflagration of that residence, The 
kitchen utensils found at the Tuileries, at Eu, Dreux, 
and La Ferté Vidame might serve to prepare dinner 
for an entire army’’—which, if true, would only prove 
that the ae of the French had been a bad house- 
keeper. In lieu of all this nonsense, it would be well 
if the French people made some immediate restitution, 
as in honour they are bound, to their €x-monarch, 
who is now not even in the enjoyment of the common 
comforts of life, though his private property, as well 
as the dower of his sons’ wives in France, is ver 
considerable.

MUTINY AND HORRIBLE MASSACRE ON 
woe THE CONVICT-SHIP GENERAL 


The General Wood sailed from Bombay for China 
last year, She was 700 tons burden, and at Hong- 
Kong took on board 92 Chinese convicts, all most 
desperate characters. She subsequently took in a 
cargo ; and at Singapore, Lieutenant Seymour, whose 
narrative we give, and his young wife, embarked, to- 
gether with their cousin, Mr. Andrew Farquhar, 
bound for Penang and Bombay. On Monday morning, 
January 2, the General Wood gotunder way; and on 
January 3, at one o’clock in the morning, the mutineers 
entered upon their diabolical task. The following is 
Lieutenant Seymour’s account :— At about half-past 
one or twoin the morning of the 8rd of January,” says 
the lieutenant, “ we were awakened by a loud noise 
on deck, and the smashing of glass inside the cuddy, 
I immediately rose apd went to the door of our cabin, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the reason of the up- 
roar, I had scarcely touched the handle, when the 
door which separates the captain’s cabin from ours 
was thrown suddenly open, and Captain Stokoe rushed 
in, exclaiming, ‘For God’s sake, shut the door, and 
keep it fast!’ He was almost immediately followed by 
Mr, Andrew Farquhar, one of the passengers. Having 
secured the entrances, I turned and asked the captain 
to tell me what was the matter, but could get no repl 

from him, He (the captain) appeared to have lost all 
his presence of mind, and kept running up and down, 
exclaiming at intervals, ‘O, merciful Father, what 
have I done that this should happen?’ 0, blessed 
Jesus, save us!’ &c. All this time he had his pistol- 
case in his hands, After repeating the question over 
and over again as to what had occurred, he informed 
me that the convicts had risen, and taken possession 
of the vessel and cuddy, where the arms had been 
placed, I then asked him as to whether any- 
thing could be done, and what had become of 
the mates and crew. His reply was, ‘The con- 
victs have got the firearms; nothing can now be 
effected,’ He was ignorant of the fate of his officers, 
and the Lascars must have all hid themselves. After 
this Captain Stokoe became calmer, and commenced 
loading his pistols. Just as this was done we heard 
the eries of Mr. Gill, the third officer, followed by 
heavy blows. The moans beeame fainter and fainter, 
Captain Stokoe went outside the cabin door, and fired 
his pistols without any effect. He then rushed back 
again, dragging Mr. Gill, whom he threw upon the 
mattress, which happened to be on the floor, Mr. 
Gill had a sheet thrown around, and was one mass of 
blood from head to foot; he lay there groaning, and, 
on ovr asking him where he was wounded, he said he
